At 
the suggestion of the American group, 
the former committee of experts was 
“scrapped” in favor of a “committee 
of fifteen,” iméluding both plenary 

sgates and civil and naval experts 
of the five powers. The whole sub- 
ject of naval limitations, including 
the cornerstone “5-5-3” ratio, was 
turned oyer to the new committee to 
be put in final shape for the confer- 
ence.

To Draft Treaty. 

There were indications, however, 
that the new step was based upon 
an informal communication from the 
Japanese delegation that Japan stood 
ready to accept the “5-5-3” ratio sub-

the business of the “committee of 
fifteen” to put into treaty form for 
signature by all five powers the def- 
inite agreeemnt based on the “§-5-3” 
proposal but carried out in detail. If 
this proves to be the case, the new 
committee will seek a solution of 
each phase of the naval reduction 
and limitation plan as it arises, fram- 
ing its -econclusions into sections of 
the proposed treaty.

Washington, December 12,—(By 
congreesssional commission appointed 
last spring to inquire into the legis- 
lative needs of agriculture as a unit, 
will make its report this week and, 
while the recommendations are not 
yet released, it is known that legisla- 
tion for co-operative marketing, pro- 
vision by congress for agricultural at- 
taches in the principal foreign coun- 
tries, and more adequate wholesale 
terminal facilities will be ‘the three 
outstanding legislative proposals. Bills 
to enact these recommendations, into 
laws will be introduced at once. 

It is understood that the report will 
also deal with the agricultural crisis 
and its causes, and will be followed 
by specific suggestions in relation to 
credit, transportation and distribution 
and marketing. The recommendations 
which the commisison will make will 
contemplate, in addition to legislation 
within the’ jurisdiction of. congress, 
action by state authorities and local 
and private interests. 

Represented in the complete report 
of the commission will be the labor of 


200 committees and 3,000 co-opera- 


tozrs,.as well as the work involved in 
answering approximately 10,0000,000 
separate questions set forth in 25,000 


questiénnaires. | 
Many Witnesses. 
More than 100 witnesses appeared at 


hearings which were held in July and 
August, and a great deal of informa- 
tion was secured this way, but, in the} 
main, the purpose of holding hear- 
ings was to establish the background 
for the statistical data upon which 
the conclusions of the commission 
primarily rest.

| son, the bufeau report ealled attetition 
to the fact that the Georgia crop had 
an estimated total value, based on De- 
cember 1 farm price,-of $77,270,000 
‘lint and seed. "Che value of thé [int 
is placed at $65,503,000, and the seed 
at $11,767,000. | 

Futures Decline. 

Seed production is estimated at 
378,000 net tons, while the average 
yield of lint cotton per acre is fixed 
at 97 pounds. ‘The total cotton pro- 
duction in this state in 1920 was 
1,415,129 bales, and the five-year 
average (1915-1919), 1,879,091. 

The government figures took both 
the New York and New Orleans mar- 
kets by surprise. In New York, cot- 
ton broke $5.85 a bale from the morn- 
ing’s high level. New Orleans re- 
corded a drop of $5.50 per bale. 

“The late winter. months were al- 
most ideal for field work,” reads the 
report of the Georgia bureau, “and 
the land was splendidly prepared. But 
cold; dry weather set in in Apgil and 
stayed through, early May, hisdering 
planting, germination and growth. 
Continuous cold weather killed out- 
right much of the young cotton. In 
some counties over per cent of 
the crop had to be replanted. Not a 
few farmers planted as many as three 
times. Some of the fields abanddned 
were later planted to other crops.

JESUP MAN KILLS

George W. Harris, Di- 
vorced Several Months 
Ago, Was Taking Son 
to Wife. 


Jesup, Ga., December 12.—( Special.) 
After shooting his former father-in- 
law, W. A. Purvis, to death in his 
own home late Sunday afternoon, 
George W. Harris surrendered to 
county authorities today and is held 
in jail without bond, charged. with 
murder. The fatal shooting occurred 
while Harris was visiting Purvis’ resi- 
dence to leave his son with his former 
wife, in conformance with a court 
order granting her a divorce. 

Both principals in the case are mem- 
bers of the most prominent families 
in Wayne county, and the alleged 
murder has caused much excitement 
here, 

Shoots Four Times. 

Harris, it is stated, had gone to 
Purvis’ home to deliver his son to his 
former wife and, before leaving, be- 
came engaged in an jerepment with her 
father. 

The quarrel became heated and*Har- 
ris is said to have pulled his pistol 
and shot at Purvis four times, one 
bullet taking effect. ; 

In a statement tonight, Harris ‘de- 
clared that Purvis started the argu- 
ment, and that he shot in self-defense. 
Purcis made a dying statement, charg- 
ing Harris with having come to hir 
home while in an intoxicated condi- 
tion, and that the shooting resulted 
froma quarrel started by his former 
son-in-law. ‘

from her husband several months ago.

Troublesome Clause. 

Most of Borah’s objections revolved 
about clause two of the treaty, which 
provides for a conference among the 
four powers to decide on the “most 
efficient measures” to be taken if their 
rights are threatened. This, Borah 
insisted, would bind the United States 
to the use of force, morally, should 
such a conference deem force neces- 
sary. He compared it to article ten 
of the league of nations covenant. 

“This clause might be a very harm- 
less proposition under some circum- 
stances,” said Borah. “But suppose 
there is an aggression which brings 
about a conference. The powers as- 
sembling will represent the greatest 
naval and land armament of which 
anyone ever dreamed. 

“They say there is no military force 
lurking anywhere in and about this 
treaty. I grant you that in the lan- 
guage itself it is not provided for. 

Sees Danger. 

“But I invite your attention’ to 
the practical carrying out of article 
two, and that is that it means the as- 
sembling of the armed forces of the 
four great powers of the world. They 
could assemble and not make use of 
that power, but if they did, and an | 
agression had been made, and they 
did not make use of power, it would 
be the first time in the history of 
the world that any such thing ever 
happened,

Shows Condition 
European Budgets

Washington, December 12.—( By 
Constitution Leased Wire.) — The 


‘statement of the federal reserve board 


‘today showing how militarism or 
expenditure for national defense is 
the first and greatest curse of for- 
eign countries, is regarded as extreme- 
ly significant because of other hints 
put out from Washington for the bene- 
fit of Europe. 

While Great Britain and the United 
States have sought to balance their 
budgets, the federal reserve board 
states that France faces a budget de- 
ficit this year of 19.000,000,000 francs, 
and this in view of the fact that the 
total public debt of France rose in 
the first half of.1921 from 245,000.- 
000,000 francs to 264,000,000,000 | 
francs. | 

Italy, although it has made some 
progress and instituted some _ rather 
drastic financial reforms, contemplates 
a budget deficit this year of 5,000,- 
000.000 lire, the board states, And 
in Germany where the budget deficit 
in the first six months amounted to 
44,000,000,000 marks, it is stated that 
the total deficit for the year may 
equal 110,000,000,000 marks. 


Harding Suggests. 


This statement follows upon the 
pointed suggestion from Presidert 
Haring that Europe must make some 
attempt to cure her own ills, and the 
statement from Herbert Hoover that 
states in eastern and southeastern Eu- 


rope must seek @ “balance in taxation ; 
and expenditure.” 

It is not difficult to understand

If Japs Restore 
Railway to China 


Washington, December 12.—(By 
the Associated Press. )—Determination 
of the value of the Kiachau railway 
in Shantung, with a view to compen- 
sating Japan in case she agreed to 
restore to China complete control of 
the road, was’ taken up by the dele- 
gates of the two nations today at the 


resumption of their conversations on 


the leasehold while the withdrawal of ' 


foreign postoffices from Chinese soil 
by January 1, 1923, was authorized at 
another meeting by the Far. Eastern 
committee, 

These were the principal develop- 
ments of today’s efforts of the Wash- 
ington conference to solve the Chinese 
problem confronting the powers and 
were considered as bringing nearer, a 
final settlement which would be accep- 
table to China. 

The Chinese were said to*regard as 
high!v significant Japan’s willingness 
to discuss at length. the question of 
the financial basis on which the Kia- 


uchau railroad mixht be restored to 


complete Chinese ownership. China 
today made a financial offer, describ- 
ed by one of the Chinees delegates as 
“very liberal,” and a discusion then 
develoned on the question of valua- 
tion of the road. 

Versailles Valuation. 

According to the valuation made by 
the reparations commission under the 
terms of the Versailles treaty, Japan 
would be required to pay Germany a 
total of 9.000.000 gold German marks, 
a delegate said. This figure includ- 
ed in addition to the railway, the ad- 
jacent railway mines and certain other 
ore fields, and formed the basis today 
for’ consideration of every phase in- 
volved in determining a fair value. Ch1- 
nese delegates declined to disclose to- 
night how near their offer approached 
the reparations commission’s valuation 
on the ground that their figure would 
naturally “be subject to change.”’ When 
the questions of earnings, deterioration 
and developments under the Japanese 
regime, were further examined, it 
might be necessary, they declared to 
appoint a hoard of assessors to decide 
on a fair valuation.

Memphis, Tenn., December 12.— 
Limitation of acreage planted in cot- 
ton in 1922 to the same proportion of 
the land placed in cultivation im. all 
crops as prevailed in 1921, was advo- 
cated in a campaign for diversifica- 


‘tion to make every farmer self-sup- 


porting, regardless of the trend of 
cotton prices, was urgéd, and plans 
for state organizations to work for 
acreage limitation were outlined in 
resolutions adopted today by a com- 
mittee authorized by the cotton acre- 
age convention, In ‘Session here, to 
draft plans to stabilize conditions in 
the cotton-producing industry. 

Adoption of the resolutions in com- 
mittee followed addresses by planters, 
bankers and merchants, reviewing ac- 
complishments of the cotton acreage 
reduetion campaign in 1921 and urg- 
ing the same restrictions be adhered 
to in 1922. 

The speakers today included John 
Fields, editor of the Oklahoma Farm- 
er; Charles H., meh former gov- 
ernor of Arkansas; ‘W..D. Mercier, 
assistant secretary of agriculture: W. 
A. Phillpotts, secretary of the Texas 
Bankers’ assocjation;: Saul Bertig, 
banker, Memphis, and W. B. Thomp- 
son, of*New Orleans.

Chopping was com- 
pleted and a high degree of cultiva- 
tion was plainly noticeable in most 
fields. On the lowlands the plants pre- 
sented a healthy and vigorous ap- 
pearance. Boll weevil caused grave 
apprehension, but were held in check 


by the extreme heat and poison, and 

by picking of infested squares. Plow- 

ing was eontinued‘in some counties 

as part of the fight against the pest. 
July Too Wet. 

“July was much too wet to be fa- 
vorable. The crop was spotty, irreg- 
ular and varied from poor to very 
good, according to the use of com- 
mercial fertilizers and the favorable-. 
ness, Of the weather. Generally late 
and firing somewhat badly on the 
light lands. Numerous complaints of 
rust and wilt and too much shedding. 
But on the whole cultivation was 
good. Fruitage generally near normai 
excepting where excessive rains fell. 
Plants on the Jowlands were rank 
and turning yellow. Weevil bother- 
ing the bolls badly everywhere. The 
crop was at its worst across the cen- 
tral counties from the Chattahoochee 
to the Savannah. 

“By the end of August,” the re- 
view continues, “enough had trans- 
pired to warrant a positive predic- 
tion that the goal set by the farmers 
of Georgia—a record short crop—had 
been reached. Insect devastation com-- 
bined with unfavorable weather and 
worked hand in glove with propagan- 
da spread earlier in the season to 
effect a heavy gash in the acreage.

“Throughout September destruction 
of the. crop continued unabated. Tor- 
rid temperatures caused bolls to 
burst prematurely, but the excessive 
heat came too late to hinder the wee- 
vil’s work of destruction. In many 
fields the plants showed luxurious de- 
velopment—stalk well grown and 
rich foliage, but with not a speck of 
white to denote an open boll. All 
late fruitage destroyed by the weevil. 
No top crop and practically no middle 
crop. Percentage of grown bolls rot- 
ted and destroyed by the pests un- 
usually heavy. 
Best in North. : 

“The crop was at its best in the 
northern tier ot counties. Elsewhere 
condition ranged from bad to or. 
For the most part the crop was picked 
by October 1, particularly in the 
southern half of the state.

The shortage is ascribed for 
the most part to a substantial reduc- 
tion in the planted acreage as com- 
pared with usual plantings, the very 
small yield of lint cotton per acre, the 
non-use of high grade commercial fer- 
tilizers by many farmers, the ad- 
verse climatic conditions and the fur- 
ther fact that the boll weevil beat 
the farmers to their crop.” 

The production last year was 13,- 
439,603 equivalent 500-pound bales; 
in 1919 it was 11,420,763; in 1918 
it was 12,040,532; in 1917 it was 11,- 
302.375: in 1916 it was 11,449,930; 
in 1915 it was 11,191,820, and in 1914 
the crop was the largest ever grown 
—16,134,930 bales. 

The average wejght per running 
bale this year is estimated at 407.8 
pounds gross, compared with 506.4 
pounds in 1920, as reported by the bu- 
reau of the census, 504.2 pounds in 
1919, 505.6 pounds in 1918, and 505.5 
pounds, the average for the preceding 
five years.

10 PAY RAILROADS 


Washington, December 12.—F inal 
payments to railroads by the govern- 
ment on claims and adjustments gris- 
ing out of war-time control are esti- 
mated to require $243,042,060, ac- 
cording to a report sent by Director-~ 
General of Railroads Davis to: the 
senate today, in response to a reso- 
lution introduced by Senator . LaFol- 
lette, republican, Wisconsin. At the 
same time, he said that the adminis- 


tration had available cash credits with | 


the treasury of $152,380,000 for use 
in the settlements and likewise holds 
much larger sums in securities. 

Director Davis, however, refu to 
report on a section of the LaFollette 
resolution, which requested details 
and items of the settlements made 
with individual roads. 

“It is submitted that presenting the 
information asked for would hinder 
and delay the progress of the work 
of the railroad administration,” the 
report said on this point, “and pre- 
vent expedition in fina] liquidation of 
these matters, and I am instructed by 
the president to respectfully submit 
that it is against public interest to 
furnish same other than is presented 
in this report.” 

To Avoid Disputes. 


The director-general explained fur- 
ther that “lump sum” payments had 
been made the roads, after agree- 
ment had been reached with the own- 
ing corporations, without giving no- 
tice of the government’s estimates on 
each disputed item, to avoid “wran- 
gies of comparison with the officers 
of other roads seeking to settle their 
claims.” 

From its institution in 1918, to De- 
cember 1, Mr. Davis said the central 
railroadl administration bad received 
$3,478,872,520, this being exclusive of 
the revenues of the railroads through 
their own offices. Direct appropria- 
tion of congress accounted for $1.,- 
750,000,000 of the central fund. and 
some £800,000,000 was the total of 
working capita] obtained in taking 
over the companies. In addition, the 
war department paid $221,705,000 to 
the administration for transportation, 
the navy $11.359,000 and the postof- 
fice $65,575,000. 

U. S. Expenditures. 


The government spent for additions 
und betterment on the roads during 
the control period $1,144,681.541, the 
report estimates, of which $381,649,- 
957 was for new equipment. This 
total stood technically as an amount 
collectable by the government from 
the roads in final settlements. Va- 
rious settlements made with individ- 
ual roads on this account left a bal- 
ance on December 1, it was said, of 
$007,628,508, as a government credit. 

“This balance must be disposed o 
in future final settlements,” the re- 
port said, “either funded in such 
an amount as the administration may 
refrain from setting off these claims 
against amounts due the carriers from 
the government, or deducted from the 
amounts due the carriers from the 
government.”

ties except the butchering and han- 
dling of meat and similar products. 

Armed with a mass of data, Mr. 
Durant deciared he appeared to pre- 
sent an economic study of conditions 
showing “the menace of packer con- 
trol” of the wholesale grocery busi- 
ness of the country. He declared that 
the consent decree had failed in its 
purpose to restore competition in the 
handling of foodstuffs, as the packers 
were still permitted to deal in some 
lines, and he asserted modification 
would enable them to “attain their 
goal” of domination of all the food 
placed on the American table.”

Keen Resentment 
To Irish Treaty 
Voiced by Craig

London, December 12.—In a speech 
bristling with resentment against the 
British government and antagonism to 
the Irish treaty, Sir James Craig, pre- 
mier of Ulster, has revealed how bitter 
was the disillusionment of his final 
conference with Lloyd-George in Lon- 


don. 

But beyond showing’ evidence of 
hostility and bad feeling’ which will 
retard indefinitely the prospect of a 
united Ireland, Craig’s speech can have 
very little politica: effect upon the 
course of the treaty. It will in‘ no 


way present an obstacle to ratification | 


of the agreement by the British par- 
liament. 

wraig’s speech also told the story of 
his failure to wrest further conces- 
sions from Lloyd-George, and of the 
government’s determination to put into 
effect the clauses under which Ulster’s 
‘boundaries will be fixed by a com- 
miSsion and her finances be governed 
from Dublin if she fails to join the 
freé state. 


Perpetual Hatred. 


The principal reaction, therefore, to 
Ulster’s stand in the matter will be 
psychological. It will serve to per- 
petuate the hatreds of Ulster and Sinn 
Fein, and it will arouse a certain 
amount of Ulster ill-will towards the 
British government. ‘This is partic- 
ularly true in the light of certain 
passages of Craig’s speech to the Ul- 
ster parliament in which he practical- 
ly accuses Lloyd-George of a breach 
of faith. 

“The treaty does not fulfill solemn 
pledges made to Ulster,” Craig de- 
calred, softening his words a moment 
later with the statement that Ulster 
“must not depart frim its pledge to 
remain part and parcel of the British 
empire,” and that whatever steps are 


taken must be constitutional. 


The second important development 
of thed ay was Eammon de Valera’s 
second broadside against the treaty, 
carried in the form of a statement 
denying that the honor of Ireland was 
involved in the acceptance or rejection 
of the treaty.

“The value of the executive budget 
system is clearly demonstrated by the 
president’ s budget as presented to con- 
gress,” Mr. Black said Monday. “In

The American people, irrespec- 
tive of vocational or political affil- 
lations, can well afford to co-oper- 
ate in the nation-wide movement to 
support the federal budget in the 
way suggested by Eugene R. Black,,- 
chairman of the Atlanta national 
budget committee, in a statement 


tution today. 

The committee headed by Mr. 
Black is a local unit of the national 
budget committee, which for years 
has been striving for the adoption 
of the budget system by the fed- 
eral government; and now that 
country has been put on a budget 
basis, the organization is very prop- 
erly working with equal zeal to 
make the system a success to the 
full extent of its possibilities. 

To that end it has organized a 
corps of prominent business men 
and public speakers of national rep- 
utation who, divided into “flying 
squadrons,” will visit 888 of the 
leading cities of the country, and 
ir. each city visited endeavor to 
organize a “budget guard” to work 
in behalf of national economy and 
lower taxation. 

The leader in this national move- 
ment is John T. Pratt, chairman of 
the national budget committee, 
who will deliver an address to the 
business men of Atlanta tomorrow, 
emphasizing the possibilities of the 
budget system as a means of bring- 
ing about economy in the operating 
of the federal government and a 
consequent reduction in taxes. 

“As private citizens,” says Mr. 
Pratt, explaining the significance 
of this activity in behalf of the 
budget, and the manner in which 
the individual citizen may assist in 
making it effective— 


“We cannot participate in the 
official investigations ana techni- 
cal studies of the budget bureau 
and the congressional joint com- 
mission on reorganization, but we 
can keep alive ‘the treasury con- 
science’ which General Dawes has 
succeeded in arousing; and we can 
hold fast to that ‘conviction of 
wastefulness’ without which there 
is no hope for a permanent policy 
of government economy and effi- 
ciency. 

“We can do more than that. We 
must do more than that.

How Infantile Paralysis Spreads. 

Previous to 1907 there were no epi- 
demics of acute anterior poliomyeli- 
tis (infantile paralysis) in this coun- 
try, but since that time the: disease 
has reached epidemic proportions on 
several occasions in both the United 
States and Canada, and in the past 
yedr or two, at any rate, it has be- 
come more or less epidemic—sporadic 
cases are occurring in all parts of the 
an an and in all seasons of the year 


an& among all classes and conditions 
of people. 

It is a lh -cible, cruel disease. When 
it strikes at a little child and leaves 
the victim with some member with- 
ered and deformed, be the child rich or 
poor, homely or pretty, what a.test 
of a parent’s fortitude and faith! 

There is no evidence that infantile 
paralysis is ever spread in water, 
milk, fruit or other foods. Certainly 
we know neither this disease or any 
at! is ever spread through the air. 
There is scarcely any satisfactory evi- 
dence that the disease can be conveyed 
by inanimate objects or that the walls, 
v.vc "work, floors or furniture of rooms 
that have been occupied by the patient 
in the feverish stage are contaminated 
or that any fumigation or disinfec- 
tiom other than ordinary cleaning is 
r. quired to make such rooms safe for 
new occupants. Although the virus 
has been conveyed from monkey to 
monkey by the bite of the stable fly, 
the idea that flies may be carriers is 
rather cancelled by the fact that many 
cases of the disease occur in winter 
months. 

The actual mode of spread is spray 
infection ; that is, the virus is carried 
in the invisible droplets of moisture 
given off from the nose and throat 
when the patient talks, sneezes or 
coughs. This spray carries as far as 
four feet from the patient’s face in 
talking, and as far as ten feet when 
the patient sneezes or coughs with 
nose and mouth uncovered. Therefore 


a deadline is to be drawn with a 


radius of five feet around the patient, 
if the patient is intelligent enough to 
cover nose and mouth with every 
si.eeze or cough; if the patient is an 
infant too young or an adult too igno- 
rant, then the deadline must be 
drawn with a radius of ten feet; for 
the safety of all other persons. All 
this app.-es not alone to infantile pa- 
ralysis, but also to some twenty other 
respiratory infections more _ or less 
well known to the laity as such. 

Infantile paralysis is ordinarily in- 
fectious or communicable, not conta- 
gious, only during the feverish stage 
which lasts usually less than ten days. 
The long urawn out paralysis stage 
does not ordinarily call for isolation 
or other precautions. Only occasion- 
ally the little patient remains a men- 
ace by reason of diseased tonsils and 
the “carrier” condition. 

Quarantine is worthless as a safe- 
ty measure in this disease. So is 
fumigation. Yet here and there an- 
cient methods are still in vogue and 
the simple taxpayer willingly pays 
for the mysterious smell and the fire- 
works.

Amendment Necessary. 

“Fourth: Under the federal aid 
bill, which has now become a law. 
each state must amend its constitution 
to the effect that they can engage 
in public construction and _ provide 
that the state can levy a tax to meet 
the federal tid appropriation. The fed- 
eral government will not in the future 


‘deal with the individual counties and 


the money with which federal aid is 
matched must be raised by the state. 

“Under the present federal aid bill, 
the sta.es are given three years in 
which to comply with these require- 
ments, and they can participate in 
federal aid for these three years, but 
:° er the third year has expired, those 
states which have not met the neces- 
sary requirements will cedke to par- 
ticipate in federal aid. Under the 
plan contemplated for a state bond 
issue, it will be necessary to levy a 
tax to match federal aid, but the fed- 
eral aid bill requires that the consti- 
tution be amended so that the states 
can levy a tax for this purpose, re- 
gardless of whether or not they avail 
themselves of the privilege. In order 
for the state of Georgia to get the 
necessary amendments to the consti- 
tution so as to participate in federal 
aid, the same will have to be passed 
by the legislature at its session in 
1922, and voted on by the people in 
the general election in November, 
1922. If this is not done next year, 
it will be impossible for this state 
tu provide . . necessary amendments 
and carry a bond issue in the time al- 
lowed by the federal aid bill, and this 
would mean that we would cease ,to 
participate in federal aid until we §ia 
take the necetsary steps to provide 
funds, etc. 


“Fifth. It has also been suggested 
that the bonds be issued in a series 
of $10,000,000 each year and this 
would mean that in addition to a 
federal uid that approximately $10,- 
000,000 would be spent in the state 
each year, und under the present con- 
ditions this would improve the condi- 
tions prevailing at this time and 
would give employment to many not 
now employed.”

Miss Irma F. Finley, who recently 
attended a conference of general sec- 
retaries from the south Atlantic states, 
which was held in Charleston, S. C.., 
told of the need that the local associa- 
tion, as well as all others. have for 
volunteer workers. Miss Finley told 
of a plan that the local “Y” will fol- 
low for training directors and com- 
mittee women for association work as 
well as in giving training to business 
women who are association members.

portance to the agricultural interests 
of the nation is a bill now being draft- 
ed and to be presented this week, 
which will provide for the loaning 
of government money to farmers in 
sufficient quantities ‘to aneet their de- 
mands for their legitimate agricultural 
operations. This billis being prepared 
by the National Farmers’ union, of 
which Charles.S. Barrettt, of Georgia, 
is president, and in speaking of it to- 
ay, Mr. Barrett said: 

Co ittee Named. 

“Among the things accomplished at 
our conference last week was the ap- 
pointment of a committee to draw a 
bill which, if enacted, will give the 
farmers an agency through which they 
ean obtain all necessary money for 
the financing of their legitimate ef- 
forts. The federal reserve law has 
proved, by experience, to be inade- 
quate to meet the situation. At least, 
its administration has been such as to 
give the great speculators lots of 
money, while depriving agriculture of 
needed financial assistante. 

“What the new bill will do is to give 
agriculture equal rights and privileges 
at the financial counter of the nation. 
Enforced deflation, the locking up of 
huge supplies of money and the artifi- 
cial and ruthles contraction of the cur- 
vency, policies recently adopted, are 
évils which the proposed bill would 
either greatly mitigate or bring to 
an end. 

“W. C. Lansdon, of Kansas; A. C. 
Davis, George Bowles and John 
Tromble are the committee working 
on the bill. That it will pass, there 
seems to be every assurance. If it 
is properly administered, the financial] 
ezars who have exploited agriculture, 
will have their wings clippped, if they 
are not completely dethroned.” 

Loans Direct. 

Another important matter in process 
of adjustment is the plan proposed to 
the War Finance corporation of au- 
thorizing loans directly to the farmers 
through the agency of their organiza- 
tions and business associations. Eu- 
gene Meyers, director of the corpora- 
tion, said he regarded the proposal 
as entirely feasible, and has called 
the attorney for the Nebraska Farm- 
ers’ union into conference for the pur- 
pose of ee just how this 
could be done. 

The effect of such a method would 
be incalculable in its benefits to agri- 


culture. All intermediaries would be 
cut out; no commissions for alleged 
services in floating loans would be.

W orkers to Seek - 
Raise, While Road 
Asks Drop in Pay 


Nashville, Tenn., December 12-— 
Diverse proposals concerning salary 
changes for the shop crafts employees 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
i railway will be~made by the 


vOrkers and the road management 
within a few days, it was announced 
here today. 

A request for an increase of 1d 
cents an hour will be asked by the 
shoperafts workers, while the manage- 
ment of the road will propose a de- 
crease of 9 cents an hour. These an- 
nouncements were made by Harry 
Nelson, general chairman of the Feda- 
erated Shop Crafts, and W. P. Bruce, 
general manager ofthe railroad. 
Nelson said today that he had re- 
ceived a letter from Bruce announc- 
ing that the latter would arrange to 
hold a conference with the labor repre- 
sentatives within the next ten days, 
at which time the claims of each side 
will be presented. 

The change in wages would affect 
approximately 2,000 employees on the 
road, the majority of them being sta- 
tioned in the local shops, The skilled 
employees - of | the shops are receiving 
at present 77 cents an hour. Prior 
to July 1, when the average 12 per 
cent reduction ordered by the labor 
board became effective, the same em- 
ployees were receiving 85S cents an 
hour. According to Nelson the shop- 
craft men are seeking to have the 
board decision of July 1 abrogated 
and an increase of 5 cents placed 
on the former wage of 85 cents. 
Therefore the labor employees wish 90 
cents an hour instead of 77 cents as 
at present, and 8 cents as prior to 
July 1. “On the other hand, the rail- 
road management, Bruce said, pro- 
poses that the present schedule of 77 


‘cents be reduced to 68 cents.
